a. Bill No. 6-93-05-12 - Vacation Petition #535 
East/West alley between Broadway and Van Buren, south of 
Washington Blvd. 


Bob Bosserman, a member of St. John’s Lutheran Church an architect 
locally and is on the Long Range Planning Committee for St. John’s 
and Chairman of the Building Committee for 8%. John’s appeared 
before the Commission. Mr. Bosserman stated this alley vacation 
was part of an overall plan and the alley vacation is just a piece 
of what they intend to do. He stated that it is a first step to 
improve their property and their physical image in the community. 
He stated that over the years they have acquired most of the 
properties in the block. He stated that the alley vacation is 
requested to permit them to develop this whole south half of the 
block in a more unified approach. He stated it will have new 
paving and drainage, landscaping and lighting to control the 
traffic pattern on the block and to possibly eliminate two present 
driveways onto Jefferson Blvd. Не presented a rendering of the 
proposed site to the Commission. He stated that they are trying to 
develop the parking area so that they can separate and control the 
vehicular traffic. He stated that they recognize that there are 
existing utilities in the area to be vacated. He stated that they 
will maintain the vacated area as a utility easement. 


John Pannkuk, 8502 Maple Bluff Court, Senior Pastor at St John’s 
Lutheran Church, appeared before the Commission. Mr. Pannkuk 
stated that St. John’s Congregation has been located on this 
property for 140 years. He stated that they see themselves as part 
of an expanding ministry in this area. He stated that their 
Christian Day School is a very important part of the ministry of 
the congregation. He stated that likewise they are deeply involved 
in the ministry of the West Central Neighborhood ministries, along 
with approximately 7 or 8 other downtown and West Central 
Neighborhood congregations. Не stated that they are deeply 
committed to this particular area of the city. He stated that they 
are a very metropolitan congregation, with people coming from all 
over the Fort Wayne area. He stated that in their publicity they 
say that their church facilities are centrally located to where 
their members live. He stated that they find that for their 
ministry for the immediate area and the outlying area that the 
alley vacation would be extremely important. 


Ron Fiebig, principal of the school, 7128 Riverton Drive appeared 
before the Commission. Mr. Fiebig stated that through the years 
they have served between 120 to 140 students at this location. He 
stated that safety is an important issue with regard to the 

vacation. He stated since they have been getting rid of buildings 
and making the space more open, they have seen much more cross 
traffic going through the parking lot, and people crossing from Van 
Buren to Broadway or out to Jefferson to miss stop lights. He 
stated that students our out in the area at that time for recess 
and they are concerned about their safety. He stated that they 
also have 5 buses coming into the lot for interchanges to shuttle 
students to different schools after school. He stated that they 


are concerned that there is no traffic in the area while the buses 
are there. He stated that they feel they could control the traffic 
better if they close the one end of the alley. | 


Don Noland, 1528 Forest Park Blvd., a Church Councilmember appeared 
before the Commission. Mr. Noland stated that he wanted to assure 
them that they have a very stable membership and they intend to 
stay where they are, which is evidenced by their long range plan. 


Terry Kienzle, 2110 E Paulding Road, Chairman of the Long Range 
Plan Committee for the church appeared before the Commission. Mr. 
Kienzle stated that they have been working on this for the last two 
years in order to find a way to develop the properties. He stated 
that they feel it is very important to have the alley vacated in 
order to tie all of the properties together. He stated that they 
felt it would make for a much better appearance for the facility 
and they would be joining in the efforts of the West Central 
Neighborhood improvements. 


Mel Smith questioned if this was going to be done in phases. 


Mr. Bosserman stated that everything is planned to be one phase. 
He stated they would like to get to work as quickly as they can, 
since the school is closed down for the summer. 


Dave Ross questioned what would happen to the people who have a 
garage on this alley. He questioned if there was some written 
agreement between the property owners for access. 


Мг. Bosserman stated that the property owners are members of the. 
church. Mr. Ross questioned if there was any agreement that would 
stay with the title of the land if the property were to be sold. 
Mr. Bosserman stated there was not. 


There was no one else present who spoke in favor of or in 
opposition to the proposed vacation.

Neighborhood Plan: While the WCNA Plan addresses alleys, it does 
not address alleys in non-residential blocks. 
As stated, "Additional off-street parking 
(within alleys), should be pursued where 
applicable and desired by affected property 
owners, particularly between Washington and 
Jefferson Boulevard." So regarding this 
specific alley vacation the neighborhood 
planning staff has no comment. 


Comprehensive Plan: No comment. 


Landscape: No comment. 


Planning Staff Discussion: 


All adjoining property owners have signed this petition requesting 
the vacation. St. John Evangelical Lutheran Church operates a 
parochial school in this area. They state that through traffic 
creates a dangerous condition for the children. They presently 
request permission to block off the alley at specific times, but 
vehicles still drive around the barricades. 


Field investigation shows that the alley is used for access to 
private buildings, and does contain utility services, both overhead 
and underground. | 


It does not appear that this alley is needed for access to public 
ways or places. The petitioners and/or their assigns use the alley

to access the private buildings. Vacation would not in any way 
hinder use of the existing street system, nor impact any property 
values in the area. Approval would be consistent with the wishes 
of the adjoining property owners. 


Recommendation: Conditional Approval contingent upon the 
petitioners providing utility easements or relocations as needed, 
and for the following reasons: 


1) Approval should not impact property values in the area. 


2) Approval could allow St. Johns to provide for increased safety 
for school children.

From R-1 to B-1-B 
Southwest corner of Washington Center Road and Huguenard 
Road. 


Zorb Tazian, from 2 К Tazian Associates, representing the owners of 
the tract James & Margaret Braun and the purchasers of the tract 
Mr. & Mr. Dick Parish appeared before the Commission. He stated 
that the tract consists of 24.8 acres. He stated that they have 
utilities on Washington Center Road. They have a 16 inch water 
main with hydrants already there. They have sanitary sewer along 
west side of Huguenard Road. They do not have final answers on 
terms of where the pipes are for the storm sewers. He stated that 
the ground slopes north to south. He stated that they are asking 
for access from both Huguenard Road and Washington Center Road. He 
stated that the location of the accesses have not gone through the 
Driveway Subcommittee. He stated that the overall use will be for 
light commercial, office and retail. He stated that the zoning 
change for this acreage will not in anyway be inconsistent with the 
area. He stated that the stores could serve the immediate 
neighborhood and the northwest quadrant of the city. He stated 
that the B1B classification limits the uses to 90. He stated that 
they do not expect to have 90 uses on the property. He stated that 
the residential character of the area is gone. He stated that 
there are homes being used for commercial uses, there is an 
industrial park on the north side along Washington Center Road. He 
stated that there are some nice homes on the north side of 
Washington Center Road still, but they are squeezed between two 
commercial uses. He showed a preliminary layout of the area. He 
stated that they want to build a convenience store in the southwest 
corner of Washington Center and Huguenard Roads. 


Charles Layton questioned if Bercot-Gibson was across the street on 
Huguenard Road. | 


Mr. Tazian stated that there is an industrial park on the west side 
of Huguenard Road. 


Mel Smith questioned if there was any drainage issues in the area. 
Zorb Tazian stated there were none to his knowledge. 


Mel 8mith questioned if this property would be developed in phases 
or all at once. 


Mr. Tazian stated that it would be built in phases. 


Mr. Layton stated that there is a storm sewer system in the area, 
because people have been taping into the system and the restitution 
to the builder has been going through the Board of Works. 


Barbara Richardson, 4038 W Washington Center Road, stated that she 
lived on the north side of the proposed project. She stated that 
she did not feel that their homes on this side of the road were 


"squeezed" together. she stated that they all have lots of at 
least 1 acre. She stated that she has lived there for 9 years and 
it used to. be a nice quiet country road. She stated that the 
traffic has definitely increased over the last couple of years. 
She stated that this proposed project is only going to make it 
worse. She stated that she did not feel that the 10 or 11 
homeowners should be dismissed, just because some small commercial 
establishments exist around then. 


In rebuttal, Mr. Tazian stated that he has already alluded to the 
homes and noted that they are surrounded by commercial, but it does 
not represent what they consider a prime residential area any 
longer. He stated that if he were asked to develop this parcel for 
residential as an engineer he would state that the area could not 
be developed as residential at this time. 


There was no one else present who spoke in favor of or in 
opposition to the proposed rezoning.
